* + Brown, of Acme, Alberta, is not'a 


bit worried about the “Turkey for 
Christmas dinner question,” for near- 
ly 4,000 of them are at present un- 
dergoing fattening in her poultry 
pens for the year-end market. The 
birds, corralled in high = wire and 
board fences in four pens, got their 
start from a normal-sized barnyard 
flock over 12 years ago. 

Each year the flock has increased 
until this season Mr. and Mrs, Brown 
hope that their spring breeding stock 
will include at least a thousand top 
ranking hens. Gobblers for the flock, 
in the past few years, have been’ im- 
ported at the rate of 75 from some 
of the largest turkey farms on the 
North American continent. 

At the moment the best gobblers 
in the flock are close to 23 pounds: in 
weight and should put on _ several 
more pounds within the next few 
weeks. Attending the birds is a man- 
sized job in the hands of John Chern- 
os, former Navy man, Rodney Chern- 
os, two years old, although only an 
inch taller than the birds, follows 
his dad through the filock noncha- 
lantly, but with keen interest. 

Credit for the flock, which is one 
of the biggest in Western Ganada, 
is given to Mrs. Brown by her hus- 


her suggestion, 

“That’s one thing she can’t do,” 
he thought grimly. ‘She cant’ go 
home to mother as long as mother 
lives here.” :

' F - BERLIN.—On a cold, rainy night 
just 30 years ago, two automobiles 
skidded to a stop at the German-

THE WHEAT AGREEMENT 


Representatives of Canada will 
soon be meeting with the British 
Government to fix a price for: 
wheat for the fourth and last year 
of the’ British-Canadian- Wheat 
Agreement. For two years wheat 
was sold to Britain and for Cana- 
dian domestic purposes at $1.55 a 
bushel. If all the Canadian wheat 
had been sold at the same higher 
price as ‘class 2 wheat (sold by the 
Board to all countries except Bri- 
tain) then our farmers would have 
received for the first two years ad- 
ditional sums of 518 million dol- 
lars, The prices paid by Britain 
for the third and fourth year were 
supposed to make up for the loss- 
es suffered in the first two years.

VANCOUVER. — The Fraser 
Valley flood is gone but not for- 
gotten. The $30,000,000-wound 
in the breast of the fertile val- 
ley is slowly healing but the 
scar will remain for years. 


Quickly - mobilized rehabilitation 
machinery has put hay back in.the 
barns, rebuilt houses, repaired 
bridges, tracks and highways, and 
moved most of the river’s 1,900 vic- 
timized families back into at. least 
a semblance of their former sur- 
roundings. 

Red Cross, volunteer and govern- 
ment financial assistance has to’a 
large extent deadened the sense of 
loss of those who saw their life work 
swept away by the deluge. 

Some farms still are deserted, 
their soil covered inches deep in ugly 
silt that won’t even grow weeds. 
Their owners absent, they have been 
by-passed in favor of work on farms 
where rehabilitation is urgent to the 
livelihood of the occupants.

Crops in replanted areas exceeded 


ties of late-sown oats, corn and peas 
flowing into silos for the winter.

They believe such a-channel will 
be’ kept clean -by the river, leading 
off most of the pressure, If not, their 
municipality will be split by a dyke 
which protects only parts of it. 

Despite these problems. and .the 
constant worry about next spring’s 
run-off, the valley people are cheer- 
ful. They face the work of. build- 
ing up their ravaged hoidings with 
high courage.

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. — About. one 
ounce is ‘the total weight of all the 
radioactive atoms shipped from here 
in one year By the atomic energy 
commission, 

That single ounce supplies 16 for- 
eign countries and more than 300 
important laboratories of medicine, 
biology, chemistry,, agriculture and 
industry in. the Untied States. 

The ounce is the weight.if each 
shipment was nothing but the atoms. 
They usually are mixed with a small 
solution or a little powder. This 
brings the total annual weight to 10 
pounds, plus protective wrappings 
amounting to more than 50 tons an- 
nually. 

The selling price of the. ounce to- 
tals around $300,000. This represents 
no profit, ard includes free radio- 
active atoms for medical uses. 

Literally these atoms are the 
smallest product in the world, yet 
the most precious by almost any 
standard of values, 

The atoms are shipped from the 
Oak Ridge national laboratory, oper- 
ated by the commission by the Car- 


bide and Carbon Chemicals corpora- | 


tion.. The commission’s isotopes’ di- 
vision directs the distribution, which 
is restricted, 

A new sketch of the Oak Ridge 
atomic pile shows for the first time 
details of making radioactive atoms.

Poultry Population 
Declines In 1948 


OTTAWA—The poultry population 
on Canadian farms is declining. The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics re- 
ports. that last June 1 there were 
72,580,900 birds, compared with 88,- 
263,800 a year previously. This was 
a reduction of 17.8 per cent, 

Most of the population was :made 
up of hens, cocks and _ chickens, 
which totatled 69,678,400 birds, com- 
pared with 83,914,100 in 1947. —. 

Number of chickens hatched in 
1948 was 42,825,300, a decrease = of 
23.5 per cent. from 1947, 

The Bureau estimates 2,065,800 
turkeys in Canada at June 1, a re- 
duction of. slightly more than one- 
third from June 1, 1947. Number of 
geese was 368,300, compared with 
537,800, while the number of ducks 
was 468,400, compared with 646,100.

Screens or sieves for separating 
and cleaning seed are mainly of two 
types, perforated zinc and woven 
wire.
